There have been 18 Shaughnessy Cups in all since the competition 
got started back in 1969 as a series between McGill and then 
Lovola College. Six vears later the latter institution merged 
with Sir George Williams University to form Concordia and the 
competition continued. 


Concordia won the i986 event by a 23-21 score. [It turned out 

to be the Stingers lone victery of the season. McGil! leads 

the competition with a record of 13-4-1. Concordia is 4-8 while 
Lovola lost five and tied one game. 


The Cup is named after the legendary Frank Shaughnessv Sr. 
Nicknamed "Shag" he played under Knute Rockne at Notre Dame, 
as well as Major Leaque Baseball, and served as president of 
the International Basebail League. in 1928 he coached the Lovola 
Cellege football club to a Dominion Intercollegiate Intermediate 
championship.
